Bigelow Is Named 
Chairman of City 
Planning Com. 


Lunsford New 
President of 
Youth Council 


A permanent community Co¬ 
ordinating Council, with Eu¬ 
gene Lunsford as President, 
was formed in Sierra Madre 
last Tuesday night and council 
members elected. 

The co-ordinating council 
will serve as a clearing house 
for community problems and 
needs as they are related to 
youth. It is a co-ordinating 
body for all youth-serving 
community organizations and 
avtivities. 

Other officers elected at 
Tuesday’s meeting were Mrs. 
Phillip Woodworth, vice-presi¬ 
dent; Mrs. James B. Gentry, re¬ 
cording secretary; Mrs. Gay 
Bettencourt, corresponging sec¬ 
retary; Mrs. John Conzelman, 
treasurer. 

The council has been in for¬ 
mation for several months. 
Sparked by the Recreation 
Commission, the City Council 
asked a representative of the 
Los Angeles County Co-ordina¬ 
ting Council to make a survey 
and determine the need for 
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Bayard Bigelow this week 
was chairman of the City 
Planning Commission. He was 
elected by the other commis¬ 
sioners at their last meeting. 

He succeeds Mrs. May de 
Wright. She served the unex¬ 
pired term of Frank Spencer 
who resigned as chairman sev¬ 
eral months ago. 

Two new members also took 
their places on the Commis¬ 
sion, Mrs. A. E. Morgan and 
W. W. Gildersleeve. They were 
appointed last week by the 
City Council to fill the posts of 
Webster Vannier, who resign¬ 
ed, and Frank Spencer, who 
declined reappointment on the 
expiration of his term. 

Mrs. Morgan, as predicted 
exclusively by the NEWS last 
week, was named Commission 
secretary. 


A warning against all soli¬ 
citors not bearing the Chamber 
of Commerce letter of approval 
was sent out by the Chamber 
this week. 

"Demand a letter of clear¬ 
ance from the Chamber,” said 
president A1 Morgan. “We have 
a questionnaire which we re¬ 
quest all individuals and or¬ 
ganizations to fill out. The 
Chamber then investigates the 
validity of the solicitors.” 

The Chamber also asked all 
organizations who plan solici¬ 
tation of the merchants and 
town s p e o p 1 e to first clear 
through the Chamber. Letters 
will be sent to all organiza¬ 
tions asking full co-operation. 

Mrs. Rosalie Goodwin, Cham¬ 
ber secretary, urged all organ¬ 
izations to call her in dating 
events and meetings so that 
they can be recorded on the 
community calendar to prevent 
overlapping. 


R. C. Gilbert, who just a year ago this month applied to the 
City Planning Commission for permission to subdivide his prop¬ 
erty, this week was surprised speechless by success. 

So was his attorney, Noren Eaton. 

This week the Planning Commission walked into the meeting 
hall from its pre-session "dis¬ 
cussion" meeting and very 
calmly voted an "Okay." A 
couple of members, however, 
wiped their brows in relief. 

Neither Gilbert nor Eaton was 
present. They had long since 
given the battle with the Com¬ 
mission up as lost. 

Now, however, Gilbert can 
go ahead and divide his Al- 
legria avenue property (west 
of Canon) into four lots. 

It had been opposed by ex- 
Commission Members Frank 
Spencer and Webster Vannier 
as “downgrading." The split 
also had been opposed by 
nearby residents and former 
city attorney Tom Reynolds. 

City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn, 
who had been studying the 
petition which had been re¬ 
submitted by Eaton several 
weeks ago after the Commis¬ 
sion had granted similar splits, 
said that he could find no leg¬ 
al objection to the division 
inasmuch as subdivisions had 
been allowed to other appli¬ 
cants. 

Eaton, who had been turned 
down cold before, was surprised 
to learn of the action. He had 
figured that the petition, which 
had been the subject of hot 
debate last fall and winter, 
was a “dead duck.” 


Police work in Sierra Madre 
is mostly dog work. But last 
week a resident of the Canyon 
pointed out its importance. 

She had high praise—what 
is usually termed unstinted 
praise—for Officer Jim Heas- 
ley. Here is what she said: 

"Terry, a black and white 
dog, was in a spot—stuck 
half-way down a sheer 70- 
foot cliff in back of 562 
Woodland Drive. His barking 
attracted neighbors who call¬ 
ed police. 

“Officer Jim Heasley came 
to the rescue. Risking life 
and limb, he climbed down 
to where Terry was. Amid 
joyous barking and much 
tail wagging. Officer Heasley 
picked Terry up and got him 
started on the upward climb. 

"Many thanks to Officer 
Heasley. We know that if he 
would risk his life to save a 
little dog, he would take 
even greater chances to save 
a human life. And this he¬ 
roic rescue deserves a lot of 
thanks."

Mrs. Dane 
Uncontested In 
School Election 


And the Pasadena Planning Commission put over until May 12 
any decision on the Roman Catholic Archbishop's petition for a 

zoning variance in the reslden- 
tidily zoned area. 

Protestants appeared before 
both the Pasadena commis- 
sioon and the Sierra Madre 
Planning Commission, but the 
latter pointed out that it had 
no jurisdiction. 

The school, to be located on 
a ten acre site, is scheduled 
for completion by September 1, 
1950, if the zoning exception is 
granted by Pasadena. 

It will be built to accommo¬ 
date 1000 boys and girls. On 
the west side of the school, a 
stadium with bleachers will be 
built. Parking space for 150 
cars will be provided. 

After hearing protests from 
R. D. Andrews, 692 W. Sierra 
Madre boulevard, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Albert J. Barkman, 40 S. 
Michillinda avenue, City Attor¬ 
ney T. Guy Cornyn told the 
Commission: 

"You can make any recom¬ 
mendation that you see fit to 
Pasadena because of the site's 
proximity to Sierra Madre, but 
they are not bound by your 
recommendation. They have 
sole jurisdiction." 

Commission Member Bayard 
Bigelow and Councilman Her¬ 
man Barter pointed out that 
there was insufficient off- 
street parking in the area. On 
their recommend a t i o n , the 
Commission called o n Pasa¬ 
dena to see that more parking 
space is provided for cars of 
students and teachers. 

Mrs. Barkman and Andrews 
pointed out that the school in 
an R-l zone would be a detri¬ 
ment to real estate values, and 
cars would be forced to park 
all day at the curb. 

Councilman William A. Kin¬ 
ney said he was highly in fa- 
or of the new school.

At the close of filings for 
the Sierra Madre School Board 
of Trustees on April 20, only 
one candidate had filed for the 
post. Mrs. Edith T. Dane, in¬ 
cumbent, will be uncontested 
at the Trustees’ election May 
20 . 


Superinte n d e n t of Schools 
Charles A. Skutt this week an¬ 
nounced two additions to the 
teaching staff for the Sierra 
Madre school for next year. 

Mrs. Dorothy Hler, who 
taught in Sierra Madre two 
years ago, Will return to the 
staff. Mrs. Thelma McElfresh 
will be offered employment for 
the coming year. 

One of the added teach¬ 
ers will fill the vacancy left 
by the resignation of Mrs. Vir¬ 
ginia Rustanius and the other 
will teach one of the added 
classes which will be neces¬ 
sary next year. 

Skutt announced also the 
resignation of Mrs. Elsie Hig¬ 
gins, special music teacher. 

Mrs. Jean Lumsdon, who has 
been a substitute teacher dur¬ 
ing the past year, has been 
engaged for half-day special 
teaching in the second and 
fourth grades. 

These grades are the most 
overcrowded, Skutt sand, and 
Mrs. Lumsdon will take from 
these classes special groups of 
students requiring extra teach¬ 
ing in subjects such as read¬ 
ing, spelling and arithmetic. 

Because some of these classes 
have as many as 40 pupils, it 
is impossible for the regular 
teacher to give specialized in¬ 
struction, Skutt said. This ar¬ 
rangement will also relieve the 
overcrowding in the regular 
classrooms. 


School Board members serve 
for a period of three years. 
Mrs. Dane has been on the 
Board for two years, appointed 
to fill the vacancy left by the 
resignation of Mrs. Henrietta 
Hinckley. Mrs. Dane lives at 
226 Olivera Lane.

Under such a change the 
city would require a residen¬ 
tial lot to be a minimum of 
7500 square feet and with at 
least 60 feet of street front¬ 
age. 

Any lot to be divided or sold 
should front on a dedicated 
street, the committee said. 

"This will put control of any 
metes and bounds subdivision 
and of lots fronting on ease¬ 
ment streets squarely in the 
hands of the Planning Com¬ 
mission and the City Council," 
the Committee's report said. 

“With the redefinition of a 
subdivision the division or sale 
of lots fronting on existing 
streets will be permitted, pro¬ 
vided minimum area and 
frontage requirements are 
met,” the report continued. 

“Success in Ihe application 
of any ordinance is due gen¬ 
erally to the spirit: in which it 
is interpreted and the manner 
in which it is enforced,” the 
committee said, “and the Plan¬ 
ning Commission should have 
(he duty to hear and deter¬ 
mine applications for excep¬ 
tions from the lot standards, 
as described in the ordinance.” 

Since the ordinance was first 
put into effect more than a 
year ago, it has been the Com¬ 
mission's major source of fric¬ 
tion—both among Commission 
members and with the public. 

It is believed that the Com¬ 
mission will formulate a rec¬ 
ommendation for changes in 
the law by its next meeting. 
This will then be submitted to 
the City Council for action.

“Our growing problem of un¬ 
employment among veterans,” 
he said, “is becoming serious. 
At the present time more than 
60,000 veterans in the Los An¬ 
geles area are actually regis¬ 
tered for unemployment com¬ 
pensation.”

Building permit totals for 
April fell to about half the 
total for the same month of 
last year, according to reports 
from the office of building in¬ 
spector, William Lees. 

The total for April of this 
year was $79,635, of which new 
residential permits amounted 
to $60,900. Permits for April of 
1948 totalled $196,750, with new 
residential building amounting 
to $188,850. 

Permits for the first four 
months of 1948 totalled $451,- 
673, while the total to date for 
this year is $122,935. 

During April, permits were 
issued to: Harold Sanders, 471 
San Gabriel avenue, for a 
dwelling, $8000; David Mason, 
130 S. Michillinda, dwelling, 
$7000; George Osborn, 261 W.

BY HOWARD W. BROD 
STREET DEPARTMENT 

STREET IMPROVEMENTS— Too much stress cannot be placed on 
the importance of properly accounting for disbursements on 
street improvements and it is recommended that accounts be 
broken down into as many details as practicable. 

It is further recommended that the city does not fail to budget 
its share of tax money for maintenance expenses in advance of 
the end of the year in order that all money available for main¬ 
tenance be budgeted. 

If maintenance money is not 
budgeted in time it Is trans¬ 
ferred to the construction ac¬ 
count which is not a particular¬ 
ly desirable thing for the City 
of Sierra Madre at the present 
time because construction mon¬ 
ey can be used only on major 
streets. 

CONSTRUCTION—Grades and 
Cross-sections —The grades of 
the reconstructed streets shall 
generally conform to the exist¬ 
ing street grade. The cross-sec¬ 
tion of the proposed streets 
shall be flatter and in confor¬ 
mation with the more modern 
cross-sections which eliminate 
the high crown streets general¬ 
ly found in Sierra Madre. 

Gen e r a 1 Specifications —A11 
rubble curbs and gutters shall 
be replaced with concrete. 

All cross-culverts shall be re¬ 
placed by smooth transition 
sueles. All curb returns shall be 
reconstructed to a minimum 
radius of 20 feet. 

All driveways shall be con¬ 
structed to conform with the 
sta n d a r d driveway entrance 
adopted by the city as shown 
in Exhibit “B” of this report. 

Inspection —Thorough inspec¬ 
tion of all work under contract 
is absolutely necessary if good

work is to be obtained. Faulty 
work has been accepted by the 
City of Sierra Madre in the 
past not only due to no inspec¬ 
tion but also due to inspection 
being done by unqualified in¬ 
spectors. 

It is recommended that Mr. 
Harvey Steinberger be employ¬ 
ed as inspector for any contract 
work that is one. Mr. Steinberg¬ 
er is especially well-qualified 
for any type of inspection or 
construction work. 

Storm Drains —The future de¬ 
sign of the street system of the 
City of Sierra Madre depends 
to great extent on what is done 
with the problem of street 
drainage. 

The United States govern¬ 
ment has authorized the con¬ 
struction of two large storm 
drain trunks; one on Lima 
Street and the other on Bald¬ 
win Avenue. However, to date 
no allocation has been made to 
provide funds for such a proj¬ 
ect. Perhaps it is being shelved 
as a future depression project. 

Nevertheless, it is of consid¬ 
erable importance that it be 
determined whether or not fu¬ 
ture street construction or re¬ 
construction should be based

on anticipation that the 
proposed storm drain trunks 
will be constructed or whether 
street design should not predi¬ 
cate said storm drains and be 
based on the conditions that 
actually exist. 

It was the plan, in budgeting 
tax money for Baldwin Aven- 
nue reconstruction, to eliminate 
the open ditch drainage and 
replace same with a pipe cul¬ 
vert. 

The advantages of such an 
improvement are manifold.

tion as to whether this idea 
can be sold to the State offi¬ 
cials. At least an all out effort 
should be made to do so. I 
would recommend installing a 
pipe to serve as a storm drain 
of a capacity equal to the ca¬ 
pacity of the present open ditch. 

A storm drain will also be 
required on the south side of 
Sierra Madre Boulevard from 
Auburn to Baldwin. 

The State of California pre¬ 
fers that construction work be 
done by private contract, al¬ 
though this is not a require¬ 
ment. I am not in accord with 
this method of procedure at this 
time for the City of Sierra 
Madre for the following rea¬ 
sons: (1) We have adequate 
equipment to do the work our- 
s elves. (2) We have experien¬ 
ced personnel to direct and do 
this work. (3) The impact of 
current economic forces is such 
that it is time to place more 
importance on the economic 
stability of our own commun¬ 
ity. Unemployment is increas¬ 
ing and business trends are 
downward. A contractor from 
outside the community would 
bring in his own crews, who 
would spend their income in 
their own communities. Furth¬ 
ermore, the City"of Sierra Mad¬ 
re would indirectly be paying 
travel expenses for all these 
outside workers. 

The State representative has 
stated that the purpose of state 
gas tax expenditures is to pro¬ 
vide good streets by the most 
economical means available 
and is not intended to form the 
basis for relief projects. 

However, our part of the 
state tax money is ours and we 
should be realistic about to¬ 
day’s economic conditions. In¬ 
asmuch as Sierra Madre al¬ 
ready has the c o n s t r u ction 
equipment that is necessary to 
do the work, together with the 
“know-how”, I recommend that 
Sierra Madre do the work on 
a day labor basis and not make 
equipment rental charges 
against the project. This would 
result in a desirable improve¬ 
ment in the local economy.

—It is recommended that the 
cities of Arcadia and Pasadena 
be contacted regarding main¬ 
tenance and improvement of 
the streets bounding these 
cities. 

Sierra Madre should vacate

How large shall the storm 
drain be? Shall we provide for 
a one-year frequency run off, 
a five-year frequency run off or 
a fifty-year frequency run off? 

The answer depends on what 
can be assumed regarding fu¬ 
ture government storm drain 
construction and also how large 
a storm drain is justified on a 
temporary basis. Funds for the 
storm drain will probably have 
to be provided by Sierra Mad¬ 
re on a matching basis with 
State money. 

The argument should be pre¬ 
sented to the State, when the 
plans are offered for approval, 
that the reconstruction of the 
storm drain is made necessary 
by the widening of the street. 
Under the provisions which 
govern disbursement of state 
gas tax money, tax money 
could be allocated to cover the 
entire cost of the storm drain.

M.A.D. Summer School Guatemala Trip 

On “Rare Bug ” 
Expedition Agenda 

Preparations are nelng made 
by E. Graywood Smyth, assoc¬ 
iate curator of entomology at 
the Los Angeles County Mu¬ 
seum, for a scientific expedi¬ 
tion to the wilds of Guatemala 
in search of two exceptionally 
rare insects. 

One of the specimens is the 
huge, gorgeous rainbow grass¬ 
hopper, or locust, whose wings 
when expanded, measure over 
nine inches across. The body 
and forewings of this rare in¬ 
sect are a vivid emerald green. 

The other rare insect to be 
sought by the entomologist is 
the giant rhinoceros beetle 
with a body over four inches 
long and a wing spread of 
more than eight inches. It is 
encased in a shining brown ar¬ 
mour that looks like burnished 
ivory. The insect has a heavy 
curved tusk over an inch long 
on its head and two heavy 
side horns on the thorax which 
give it an awesome and very 
formidable appearance. 

The entomologist plans to 
leave Los Angeles the latter 
part of May and travel by 
automobile dywn the Pan- 
American Highway to the 
Guatemala border.

Sierra Madre School auditori¬ 
um was a feather in the cap 
of City Judge John Mead, who 
secured him as speaker and 
introduced him. His speech 
evoked much enthusiasm and 
much comment. 

Judge McKesson lamented 
the shortage of competent 
teachers and stated that the 
shortage amounted to more 
than 90,000 in the past year. He 
said that there were 2f4 mil¬ 
lion more children registered 
in schools for the first time 
this past year than ever be¬ 
fore. 

“Many children will never 
know a full day of school un¬ 
til they reach the fifth grade," 
Judge McKesson said, “because 
of the dire school housing 
shortage.” Long range plans 
must be made, he stated, for 
both teacher training and 
school building, if the public 
schools system is to improve 
or even maintain its standards.

“We have no high school In 
Sierra Madre," he said... “It 
seems to me that it is an ad¬ 
vantage rather than a disad¬ 
vantage." 

He pointed out that St. Ritas 
Parish here was called on to 
provide $5000 toward the $500,- 
000 school project and that Si¬ 
erra Madre residents had over¬ 
subscribed & submitted $6000. 

Cornyn said that any recom¬ 
mendation of the Sierra Madre 
Planning Commission had to 
consider the city as a whole. 

He added, however, that Sierra 
Madre residents who will be 
affected by the school’s prox- 
imity have a right to appear 
before the Pasadena Planning 
Commission. 

The Commission, on petition 
of R. K. Thayer, owner of the 
Wistaria Vine property, set 
May 26 for a hearing on a vari¬ 
ance for remodelling the small 
house at 20114 W. Carter ave¬ 
nue. The structure does not 
now conform to building stand¬ 
ards or setback, and he wishes 
to maintain its non-conform¬ 
ing use. 

Thayer also sought a simi¬ 
lar variance for a house at 
571 N. Hermosa avenue. But 
Cornyn pointed out that a sep¬ 
arate application would have 
to be made. 

A setback variance was al¬ 
lowed Don Schindler for a gar- 1“ 
age at 397 N. Lima street. He 
asked that he be allowed to 
build a garage 25 feet from 
the street which would not be 
connected to the house to be 
built at the rear of the lot. 

To move the garage back, he 
said, many trees would have 
to be removed. 

The Commission held back 
for further investigation a peti¬ 
tion of Phillip R. Oiler, 672 
Brookside Lane, for a setback 
variance for a garage at 401 
Churchill road. 

Lloyd B. Warmack was al¬ 
lowed a request for a subdivis¬ 
ion at 642 W. Orange Grove 
avenue. He plans to convert 
two lots, now 54 feet and 66 “ 
wide, into two 60 fot lots. 

Stanley C. Pasco of 235 
Churchill road was granted 
permission to subdivide and 
sell the portion of his lot front¬ 
ing on Sturtevant drive. 

The City Counci] was asked 
to investigate a complaint of 
Al Miller, 550 North Hermosa 
avenue, that a hedge at 170 
W. Carter avenue prohibits the 
use of the easement as a side¬ 
walk and constitutes a traffic 
and fire hazard. The city attor¬ 
ney pointed out that it was a 
police matter and not one of 
planning. 

Leo E. Blakeman was grant¬ 
ed a setback variance to build 
a new home on Vista Circle 
drive. Because of the grade, he 
was given permission to build 
his home within two feet of 
the street. 

A letter was ordered sent to 
the County Regional Planning 
Commission pointing out that 
“any action taken to further 
the nort h w a r d extension of 
Baldwin avenue toward Foot- 
“ hill boulevard” would be high¬ 
ly desirable. 

The County now has plans 
for extending Baldwin from 
Huntington Drive to Colorado 
street in the near future. The 
master plan also calls for 
eventual constr u c t i o n from 
Colorado to Foothill.
